Hanna reached Boston from Beverly 
Farms this morning and spent fhe 
day in conference with various poli- 
ticians. In an interview he said: 

"McKinley was nominated because 
he is a protectionist. To read the 
Eastern press, one would suppose 
that the issue of this campaign is 
wholly one on gold and silver. Now, 
the fact is that the great majority of 
Republicans are bimetallists. 

"Taking the farmers of the West. 
You cannot find a more intelligent 
class of people on the face of the 
earth, and thev are, almost to a inan, 
bimetallists. Instead of the Demo- 
crats getting all the credit in the 
West as the friendB of silver, we 
shall show the people that the Repub- 
lififtn party, iindnr prripw (SafefUSldfl 
and restraints, has uo hospitality to 
silver. There is no doubt in my 
mind that the tendency of contem- 
poraneous opinion is in favor of bi- 
metallism. 

"Mr. Gladstone cannot live forever, 
and other men like him, who have op- 
posed bimetallism, will not control 
English opinion. There are Direc- 
tors of the Bank of England who are 
bimetallists, and the Finance Minister 
of France is a bimetallism The ten- 
dency of scientific thought is in that 
direction.

The fact remains that mankind 
is always believed its manners to 
be decaying, and this fact has iu 
rime way or other got to be ac- 
nuntod for. Unless there was some 
sason for it, men in every age and 
i every place would not have 
thought the same thought and mulj 
same complaint. When people 
have bOsn saying the same thing, 
from China to Pora, from India to 
the Nile, from Norway to Naples, 
ever since the dawn of history, there 
must be something in it The no- 
tion of a universal and immemorial, 
and yet wholly fortuitous and gratui- 
tous, piece of blagui is absurd. 
Where, (hen, is the necessary sub- 
stantial resting-place for the belief 
that our manners are disappearing? 
Wo believe that it is to be found i: 
the fact that manners . hango Kke 
the fashions— are, in fact, as much 
the sport of fashion as bonnets, 
skirts, mantles or collars. 

Hut it is notorious that oldish 
people cannot keep u:i with the 
fashions. One of tho first signs of 
that mental induration which comes 
to almost all men and women some 
time after 40, is that they become 
unable to se > that the new stylo of 
collar or way of d >i:i^ the hair u 
ii.i|H <rveijtenL. I nore is no more 
certain sign that a person is aging 
than hi:; or her declarations that the 
row fashions are hideous and dis- 
gustlng. But marl: tho declaration*

manners. But the fashions in man- 
ners are not influenced by these ex- 
pressions of blind indignation. 
Driven on by that necessity 
for evolution and change which 
we cannot ignore though we 
cannot explain, our manners — 
i. e. , our codes of social behavior — 
aro in a perpetual state of flux. 
There is no sudden revolution, of 
course, but in ten years' time there 
has been sufficient alteration to. 
make the way we flirt now, or the 
way we talk to tho ladies in the 
drawing-room after dinner, seem 
strange and outrageously inde- 
corous to the man who has stood 
still and not moved with the times. 

After all, manners are only con- 
ventions — rules as to the pitch of 
the voice, the turn of the head, the 
form of words to be used. But it is 
the nature of conventions to seem 
good only to those who know th?m 
and can appreciate their exact value. 
An unsympathetic convention is 
necessarily a monstrosity. If the 
recognized convention of the genera- 
tion is for a man who wishes to be 
polite to a girl at a ball to say: "You 
might give us a dance," then there 
is no real decay of manners in the 
use of the phrase. It sounds indeed 
to the generation who have de- 
veloped it and use it the only really 
polite thing to say, and far bettor 
manners, "in the true sense.," than 
the ridiculously formal and dancing- 
mastery "May I have the honor of 
a dance?" They who use it are, in 
fact, not tho least conscious of any 
decay of manners. Men accustomed 
to the "Mav I have the honov? for- 
mula are, however, utterly shocked 
by the "You might give m a dance" 
convention, and the moment v:lieu 
they begin to realize its development 
they declare that the old courtesy, 
etc., has died out. It is the same 
with a hundred other little matters 
of form. A new fashion in giving 
an arm or holding open, or ev^n not 
holding open, a door seems bo >rish 
to the older generation who know 
the proper way of doing the thing 
in ISOO, and since then have used no 
other. — London Spectator.

SNAKE BITES. 

Made Harmless by a System of In- 

oculation. 

The results of the long series of 
experimental observations upon 
snake bites which Prof. Fraser, the 
great Indian authority, has been 
conducting, go to show, says the 
Pall Mall Gazette, that wo aro with- 
in measurable distance of a time 
when tho thanatophidlan will not 
merely cease to justify its name, but 
when its bite will become one of the 
luxuries of life. 

Perhaps no man has used up more 
watch glasses and brown paper in 
these experiments than Prof. 
Fraser, so that there is not likely to 
be any mistake about it. Any num- 
ber of death dealers have had the 
papered watch glass presented to 
their fangs. Every oue of these r 1 
ceptiicles has had its fill of the 
"cloudy, watery fluid, somewhat 
viscid," which, scientifically evap- 
orated, has produced its modicum of 
"brittle, yellowish deposit." Moist 
cned with a littlo water or glycerine, 
when required for use, this "deposit, 
"unadulterated in character," hq.s 
been introduced into the system of 
the lower animals, from the frog to 
the horse, and now the horse has 
been made as immune to snake 
poison as Roux's horse is to diph- 
theria. 

Tho immunity of the human ani- 
mal from the effects of snake poison 
thus seems assured. Rut this is not 
all. A lady has been discovered at 
Lahore who. having made herself 
immune without the horse, simply 
cannot do without the luxury of a 
snake bite once a month. As a do- 
light it seems to beat morphia in- 
jections out of sight, and to bo at- 
tended, in the immune person, with 
directly beneficial consequences to 
general health besides. The "snake 
habit" seems destined to oust the 
other altogether.

Dekhan, '<^^^HPbW ujrr.it 
countless IHJIrrmt monuments and 
buildings of vast size. His stupend- 
ous stupas or mounds of solid 
masonry to enshrine Buddha's rel- 
ics, or to mark some sacred spot, are 
found all over India, and are almost 
like Egyptian pyramids in size. His 
colossal edict-pillars, single shafts of 
stone, over 40 feet in length 
beautifully polished and sculptured, 
still excite the admiration and 
wonder of all who see them. How 
magnificent then must have been the 
capital of this great Hindu king, 
who was the ally of the Greek .Kings 
Antiochus of Syria, Ptolemy of 
Egypt, Antigonos of Macedon, 
Magas of Cyreno and Alexander of 
Epirus. 

It was already a splendid city in 
the fourth century B. C, in the 
time of his grandfather, Chandrag- 
upta, the Greek Sandracottus, as we 
learn from the glowing descriptions 
of Megastbenes, the ambassador of 
the successor of Alexander the 
Great. At that time the buildings 
all of wood, like the palaces 
and temples of Burma in the present 
day. It is a matter of history, how- 
ever, how Asoka found this capital 
of wood and left it of stone. But, 
before the dawn of our era, this 
great city had decayed with the fall 
of Asoka's dynasty and the smaller 
succeeding dynasties, and the trans- 
fer of the capital elsewhere. In 400 
A. D. the Chinese pilgrim Fa Hian 
reported that it lay deserted and in 
ruins. Since the Mohammedan in- 
vasion in the twelfth century A. D., 
the very site of this city was forgot- 
ten. It was known to be somewhere 
the modern town of Patna in 
Bengal; but most of the experts and 
others who had deliberately searched 
for it believed that it had been en- 
tirely washed away by the Ganges. 
Then it will be remembered that 
Surgeon-Major Waddell, in 1892, 
during a flying visit to Patna, found 
that tho leading landmarks of 
Asoka's capital still existed. Ho 
found several sculptured stones and 
images of the Asoka epoch lying on 
the surface or built into houses or 
wells, and these, together with the 
position of the old mounds, many of 
which still retain their ancient 
names, enabled him to fix with cer- 
tainty the limits of Asoka's citadel, 
and also to indicate roughiy the 
possible sites of particular building; 
for exploratory excavations, withoul 
which, of course, no detailed identi- 
fications could be decisively at- 
tempted. 

Unfortunately most of the likely 
mounds now contain Mohammedan 
graves, for tho Mohammedan in 
aders were wont to seife the high 
est mounds for their residence and 
burial grounds, and for cent 
they have used these ruins 
quarry for their building mat 
Still, a beginning has now been 
made, and already at Patna, wht 
five years ago no stones of the Asoka 
period were suspected to be, there 
may now be seen pieces of th 
known stono posts, the sc 
Asoka railings, with their quaintly 
figured medallion-like bosses, 
which Asoka perpetuated in stono 
tho original wooden fences which 
surrounded the sacred Buddhist 
spots. And close by, ono may 
about 12 feet below the present 
face, parts of "tho wooden walls" of 
Palibothra, with their marvelously 
well-preserved Sal timber, over 
centuries old. — Calcutta English-

use. A man of this temper is con- 
stantly fed by casual remarks, inci- 
dents, stories and experiences.

come wonderfully rich and stimulat- 
ing. Some men develop this faculty 
to such a degree that they become 
largely dependent upon it; and find 
it necessary to keep themselves in 
constant contact with other men in 
order to receive the necessary Intel-

■ be over-developed, 
the cases of mast men its develop- 
ment is rudimentary. In such a de- 
velopment, however, two ends are 
served. First, life is made infinitely 
more interesting. A man who forms 
the habit of getting at the iijner sig- 
nificance of things, of detecting their 
resemblances, of seeing their illus- 
trative power, finds himself con- 
stantly entertained by what goes on 
within his hearing and before his 
eyes. The spectacle of appearances 
and the procession of experiences 
are not isolated. They suggest a 
thousand interesting points of con 
tact; they throw side-lights on i 
thousand obscure or difficult prob- 
lems. Second, life is made very 
much richer by the development of 
this habit. It takes on a definitely 
educational character. A man is fed 
by nearly everything which comes in 
his way, his thought is stimulated, 
his imagination awakened, his speech 
enriched. This was strikingly illus- 
trated in the case of the man whom 
Mr. Lincoln proi

ica — the man who literally found 
sermons in stones, who drew from 
other men the secrets of their craft, 
who saw the resemblances between 
the processes of all industries and 
the processes of life, who detected 
the large and subtle analogies be- 
tween human life and the life of na 
ture. To him, therefore, all experi- 
ences and observation became a 
kind of Pactolian stream which left 
a deposit of gold in its channel.

Mr. Contencin, the veteran head 
of the firm that received the con- 
signment, says that the new prod- 
uct is fully equal in every particular 
to the regular Rodi fruit, and that 
it will annually improve in quality for 
several years to come. Scions from 
new trees will be extensively 
grafted on the native Italian trees 
so that in a few years there will be 
large crops of Florida- Rodi oranges. 
It is a little singular that some 18 or 
20 years ago orange groves were 
started in Florida from seeds ob- 
tained in Italy, Spain and other 
Mediterranean countries, and that 
now, after many Florida groves 
have been destroyed by frost and 
abandoned, seeds should be sent 
back from that state in an improved 
kind of oranges propagated from 
them. Mr. Contencin thinks that 
Florida will never again produce her 
former enormous orange crops, on 
account of the great risk of severe 
weather incurred by the growers. 
The orange groves of Rodi, which is 
on the Adriatic sea, he says, are 
so sheltered by high mountains that 
the weather is never sufficiently 
cold to destroy the trees, as in 
Florida, although about 20 years ago 
an entire crop ot oranges was de- 
stroyed on the trees by an unpre- 
cedented frost 

Some seeds of California Washing- 
ton navel oranges were planted in 
Florida about seven years ago. 
Thrifty trees have been grown from 
them, but they will not come into 
bearing till from two to three years 
hence. Contencin & Son have de- 
clined a private offer of an aver- 
age rate of >5 50 a box for the entire 
invoice of Florida- Rodi oranges, as 
they think that higher rates can be 
obtained for them at the regular auc- 
tion sales.— N. Y. Tribune. 



F. G. Richmond of Bucklarid Fish- 
ery, Branton, North Devon, Eng- 
land, writes to the London Field that 
he is puzzled about trout fry which 
died in three out of thirty-three 
trout ponds during a violent thunder 
storm on June 19. The fish, when 
picked up, had their mouths wide 
open, but their gills were closed, 
showing that their death was not 
due to asphyxiation. It was ob- 
served that only those fish within a 
certain distance of the surface were 
affected, and that only three out of 
thirty-three ponds lying close to- 
gether were troubled. This leads to 
the idea that perhaps a electric cur 
rent killed the fry. Larger fish— 
six-inch ones in half a foot of water- 
escaped without injury, tending to 
show that a current of electricity 
that would kill a small fish would 
not injure a larger one. 

A Pennsylvania fish hatchery was 
struck a year or so ago by lightning 
and all the fish there were killed, 
both large and small ones— three and 
four-pounders among them, if the 
incident is remembered correctly. 
Mr. Richmond asks if a lightning 
rod, or conductor of the ordinary 
kind run into the ground, would pro- 
tect his waters from lightning in the 
future.

•ee Coinage Does Kot Moan Coining All 
the Country's Mirer. 

Many of the gold standard organs 
talk OB though "free and unlimited 
coinage" necessaxilv means the coinage 
of all the silver that, is mined. It means 
imply that the government shall ac- 
ept such silver bullion as is presented 
o its minte, coin the same and return 
Jic coin without charge to the owner 
of the bullion. Under this arrange- 
ment by the operation of the great 
economic law of supply and demand, 
theje will be presented for coinage only 
just so much silver as will serve to meet 
the country's need and demand for coin 
money. Thus the rational and phil- 
osophical money system will be put in 
force. The currency supply will be 
rendered flexible. It will adapt itsslf 
to the varying demands of the country. 
Business will Ixj neither inflated by over 
supply or hampered and squeezed out 
by scant allowance. Not all the silver 
produced in the country will be dumped 
into tlie. mints for coinage. At times 
there will probably not be n.s many sil- 
ver dollars coined a.s used to be under 
the Bland bill. But there will always 
be enough. The increased use of silver 
for coin will rni.se its price or value, and

A SCHOLAR'S OPINION, 
nr. Andrews Believes the Single .Standard 
Means Kvontual Bankruptcy. 
Having made a thorough study of the 
money question from the standpoint of 
a scholar, President. Eben J. Andrews, 
of Brown university, announces that he 
is ardently in favor of free coinage. 

Dr. Andrews, says the Atlanta Con- 
stitution, contends that w hile free coin- 
age will undoubtedly increase the total 
amount of silver produced, it will not, 
as the advocates of gold monometal- 
lism insist, accomplish a reduction in 
the price of silver. Pnder a double 
standard silver could not be mined at 
such a low marginal cost as that which 
now prevails, and besides other cam 
would operate to increase its value. 

In regard to the adverse position 
which the money power of the country 
has taken on the money question, Dr. 
Andrews is outspoken. He says that he 
has never known such bitter and de- 
termined opposition. "It means," says 
he, "that the money power seated in 
London, but with agents in Xew York, 
Philadelphia and Chicago, is determined 
to continue the appreciation of gold in 
this country. At the same time, the 
real object of these foreign syndicates 
is kept in the background. 1 regard the 
money question as one of the greatest 
issues of civilization." 
The example which Dr. Andrews has 
t will not be wiJiout its influence 
upon the campaign. His position is the 
result of study and reflection. Two 
years ago he was preoks^sed in favor 
of the gold standard, but having in- 
vestigated the question more thorough- 
ly, he has come to the conclusion that 
a single standard means the eventual 
baak.-uptey of the nation. Taking this 
view of the matter, he pronounces him- 
self warml y in favor of free coinage.

As the tsetse, is a voracious blood- 
sucker, passing in search of food 
from ono animal to another, it Is 
well adapted as a medium for the 
conveyance and transmission of tho 
germs of blood diseases. It 
extensive distribution, beine found 
here and there over almost the 
whole of Ceutral Africa; it abounds 
to tho north of tho Transvaal, an 
on the right bank of the Zambcs 
and it is also common on the lc 
country lying between the Ougogo 
and the eastern shore of the conti- 
nent. It shuns villages and culti- 
vated places, nreferring tho borders 
of swamps and woody places, and, 
curiously enough, in some way or 
other, its distribution is bound up 
with and depends on tho presence 
of large game. The goat, the 
buffalo, the antelope, the zebra and 
man are not seriously affected; but 
the dog, the ox, the sheep, the ass 
and the horse, when bitten by it 
under what are now well-known 
conditions, are doomed to almost 
certain death. Travelors tell us 
how large herds of oxen have per- 
ished, one animal after another, and 
how, in this way, it is a serious ob- 
stacle to the settlement and civiliza- 
tion of the dark continent 

Hitherto the nature of the poison, 
assumed to be introduced Into its 
victim by the tsetse fly, was 
known. Livingstone suggested that 
it might be derived from the secre- 
tion of certain glands which are 
rather a conspicuous feature in the 
anatomy of the insect. Others con- 
jectured that it might bo a germ of 

description. Others, agaii 
have denied that the fly was in auy 
way the cause of tho 
would now appear that the natives 
were right, and that to a certain ex 
tent Livingstone, too, was right, in 
so far as he recognized the casual 
relationship of the fly to the disease, 
though wrong as to the nature of 
the virus. Surgeon-Capt. David 
Bruco has shown that the truo 
cause of the tsetse-fly disease is not 
any secretion or property of tho 
fly itself, but that the fly is merely 
the passive agent for conveying a 
living virus from infected to unin- 
fected animals. 

The virus is found to be a micro- 
organism, a protozoon, resembling 
that which produces a similar dis- 
the surra, in India. Tho con- 
nection of the "fly disease" with the 
presence of large game is explained 
by the fact that tho larva of the fly 
develops in the dung of the buffalo.

Found in Ancient Coffins In the 
British Islands.
